A LIVELY ELECTION ROW. 


Col. Cheves Assaulted on Account of His 
Campaign Speeches in Alabama. 
Moxteomery, Ala., Dec. 14.—[Special.]— 
Col. Cheves of Kentucky and Mr. Blanchamp 
of Atlanta arrived here from Greenville to- 
day with badly battered countenances. A 
local election took place in that city yester- 
day. The canvass preceding it was bitter 
and vindictive, the speakers indulging in 
offensive personalities. When the Prohibi- 
tionists sent abroad for Cheves and 
Blanchamp they aroused the worst feel- 
ing of the community. The evangelists can- 
vassed with zeal, and a speech delivered yes- 
terday by Cheves was considered offensive. 
The election closed by a decisive victory for 
the liquor men, whereupon they proceeded to 
celebrate the event in the usual way. Exe- 
crations were loud against Cheves and 
Blanchamp, and at 6 this morning, when the 
evangelists were standing upon the platform 
waiting for the train, a crowd of 
whisky men gathered around them, headed 
by Mayor J. T. Perry, the Town Mershal, 
and others. Perry knocked Cheves down, it 
is alleged, with a pair of brass knuckles. He 
continued to pound the fallen man, when 
Blanchamp pped out his revolver to de- 
fend his com on, and would have shot the 
Mayor dead it not -been for the con- 
ductor, who induced him to enter the car. 
Blanchamp went to 1 8 tonight to fill an 
engagement, while Col. Cheves went 
back by tonight’s train to Greenville 
to see ss for his ngs.

RYAN’S LAST BATCH OF WARRANTS OF 
LITTLE VALUE. 


County Treasurer Davis Will Not Pay Them 
and Town Collectors Probably Will Not 
Take Them—How to Tide Over the Fi- 
nancial Emergency — The County At- 
torney Recommends Economy and the 
Issuance of Certificates of Indebtedness 
— The Plan of the Reformers. 


The courts will probably soon be called 
upon to decide whether the orders issued by 
the County Board covering 75 per cent of 
the tax levy for 1886-87 yet to be collected 
are legal warrants or can only be considered 
as acknowledgments of indebtedness. Coun- 
ty Treasurer Davis has come to the conclu- 
sion that he is not authorized in cashing any 
of them, and that the Town Collectors can- 
not receive them for taxes. The opinion is 
based on Chap. 146 of the Revised Statutes, 
where it is expressly provided that where 
Warrants are drawn against taxes yet to be 
collected they shall show upon their 
face that they are payable solely from 
such taxes when collected, and not other- 
wise. The County Board is authorized by an- 
other section to draw warrants covering 75 
per centofthe tax levy not yet collected. 
Ex-County Clerk Ryan before stepping out 
of office deemed it his duty under this section 
to. sign all warrants until this limit was 
reached, and he signed during the last week 
of his term orders to the amount of $285,000, 
leaving only $833,000 to run the county with 
fora year. The Treasury was almost ex- 
hausted, however, and orders could only be 
paid slowly and in small amounts, so that his 
signature to these warrants did not result in 
their immediate payment, but induced Treas- 
urer Seipp to countersign them. It was 
thought that they were in due form and 
would be paid as soon as any money came in. 

When an order for $2,000 was presented at 
the Treasurer’s office Monday by the Indus- 
trial School for Girls payment was refused on 
the ground that there were no funds. Several 
other orders met with the same fate, but it 
was discovered that every order presented 
was made payable on demand and out of any 
funds in the County Treasury, and none were 
found that showed on their face that the 
were payable from the taxes when collected. 
The section mentioned above, however, 
vides that warrants payable on demand, as 
distinguished from such as are payable out of 
taxes as yet uncollected, may be issued only 
when there is sufficient money in the appro- 
priate fund in the ury to pay 


ssued inst the taxes 
yet to be collected were e payable on de- 
mand, and not one of them showed that it was 
drawn st certain taxes. He had paid 
out the of $9,000 left in the Treasury 
when he entered the office to satisfy the “ de- 
mand warrants presented, and the empty 
Treasury compelled a halt and caused him to 
reflect. He sought out County-Attorney 
Bliss, who had first im the 75 per cent 
limit, and asked him what he thought of the 
discovery. 

“T told Col. Davis,” said Mr. Bliss yester- 
day, that the warrants were valid. Some 
claim that they are not in prover form—that 
they ought to have been drawn inst those 
specific taxes. But I that the intention of 

e law is complied with by reason of the fact 
that the amount permi to be issued has 
not been exhausted, that the only purpose of 
the law is to —.— an overissue of orders, 
and that by keeping within the 75 per cent 
limit the law is oars with, and there- 
fore the courts will not repudiate them 
=, because of a mere matter of form.“ 

It is claimed that you conceded that Mr. 
mt was right in his position!“ the reporter 


said. 

Au I have conceded,” replied Mr. Bliss, 
“ was that technically it is possible that these 
warrants are notin proper form, but that so 
long as the officers keep within the ‘spirit of 
the law and do not exhaust the 75 per cent 
every. object that the law intended to 
accomplish is accomplished, no matter 
what the particular form may be. 
I do not believe that the courts 
will repudiate them anny on account of a 
matter of form. And the only contingency 
upon which I have ever intimated ‘that the 
courts would hold these to be illegal was in 
case they went on and issued warrants in 
excess of the tax levy. But that has not 
been done.”’ 

County-Treasurer Davis sought the advice 
of his own lawyers and was told that his 
position was correct. All warrants,” he ex- 
plained to a reporter, “ that have been issued 
are made payable on demand. I have not 
had one presented that was not a demand 
warrant. It was on demand warrants that I 
disbursed the $9,000 turned over to 
me by my predecessor. . After this bal- 
ance was exhausted several warrants or 
county orders were presented, but as we 
were without funds payment was declined, 
and the question of their 11 not 
directly raised. But inquiry n made 
by the Town Collectors whether to receive 
them for taxes, and the Collectors have been 
advised to take counsel of their attorneys.” 

If the ition. of Col. Davis should prove 
correct all the warrants issued against the 
tax levy of 1886 lose their value as county or- 
ders and remain simply evidences of indebt- 
edness. They would not be receivable for 
taxes, and instead of a lot of paper the Coun- 
ty Treasurer would receive from the Town 
Collectors the taxes in cash. The County 
Board would have to appropriate money to 
meet the indebtedness these acknowledged 
or wait until the creditors obtained judg- 
ments against the county. 


HOW TO TIDE OVER THE EMERGENCY. 


Issuing Certificates of Indebtedness and 
Practicing Rigid Economy. 
The Finance Committee of the County 
Board met yesterday. 
County-Attorney Bliss said: “The float- 
ing indebtedness exceeds the tax levy of 1886. 
The warrants, to the limit prescribed by law 


. —75 per cent of the tax levy—have been is- 


sued, and that is all exhausted. As it now 
stands, only 25 per centof the tax levy re- 
mains unappropriated. This must come into 
the Treasury in money, and cannot be drawn 
against until it is in the Treasury. This will 
not come in until May next. I think the only 
thing to be done is to issue certificates which 
read in substance: ‘Thisis to certify that 
Cook County is indebted to A BC$—.’ 
That would not put it in aform where it 
would be of a special commercial value.“ 

Mr. Bliss explained how the warrants had 

wn in disrepute, and Mr. Nelson remarked 

p 
that his view was that no warrants should be 
drawn payable on demand unless the money 
was in the Treasury. 

The County Attorney explained that while 
the warrants recently signed were not in ac- 
cord with the letter of the law, yet as long as 
only 75 per cent of the levy of 1886 was 
drawn on, the courts will not complain about 
the form as long as the spirit of the law is 
satisfied. “You might get the case to the 
Supreme Court in January by both sides 
agreeing and hurrying the matter forward.“ 
It was essential that the County Clerk and 
Treasurer should stop right where they are 
and not drawn another warrant.

A DIABOLICAL CRIME IN FRANCE, 


Claude Faure Murdered by Bis Brother 
and Sister-in-Law and Fed to Pigs. 

Privas-EN-Arpecng, Dec. 14.—[Copyright, 
1886, by James Gordon Bennett. One of the 
most diabolical cases of murder ever tried in 
Europe is now before the Court of Assizes of 
Ardeche. Jean Faure and his wife are ac- 
cused of having murdered, boned, and boiled 
the former’s brother, Claude Faure, and, 
mixing the remains with cabbages, 
of having given the mess to the 
farm pigs, who greedily devoured it. 
Jean and his wife lived in a large farm-house 
with Claude, who was 60 years of age, sober, 
thrifty, and industrious, while Jean was 
reckless and extravagant. Jean had married 
against his brother’s wishes a young girl 
named Rosine Plancher, whose grandfather, 
in 1830, had kept an inn at Peyrebelle, and in 
1833 had been tried and guillotined for the 
murder of twenty-five travelers that at dif- 
ferent times had stopped at hisinn. Among 
these twenty-five victims was a certain En- 
jolras, whose name made such an impres- 
sion upon Victor Hugo that he em- 
bodied him in his famous novel, Les 
Miserables.” Rosine’s grandfather’s favorit 
method was to wait until the ests were 
sound asleep and then toss them witha 
pitchfork into a previously-prepared caldron 
of boiling water. Today Rosine and her hus- 
band stand accused fore the court of 
Ardeche of murdering and boili Claude 
Faure and taking possession of 100,000 francs 
that the latter had saved from sales of cattle 
and the revenue for his share of the farm. 
Jean this morning made a complete confes- 
sion in court, causing a profound sensation. 
He declared in a faltering voice: 

Yes, I killed my brother Claude. My wife and 
I gave him rat poison in his soup, but this only 
made him ill and aroused his suspicions. I then 
smashed his head to pieces with a crowbar. My 
wife, who was present, said: Let us do for him 
as my grandfather did with his guests.” We 
then took a saw and sawed off his head, legs, 
and arms, heated up a caldron of water, threw 
in Claude, and boiled him two hours. Rosine 
then with a pair of tongs: picked the bones out 
of the caldron, put in cabbages, and made a 
pot au feu,“ which she gave to the 12 . She 
took the bones up on the hill and buried them. 
The same evening she cooked soup for the chil- 
dren in the same caldron. 

Jean is a ferocious-looking man, but trem- 
bles with fear before his wife, who is a thin, 
sallow, black-eyed woman, with long, black 
hair and glittering white teeth. Rosine, after 
Jean had made his confession, fainted away 
muttering, “‘No, no; it is not true.“ She had 
at the previous trial tried to commit suicide 
by plunging over the banisters of the prison 
steps, falling on the stone floor, but did not 
su She had to be carried today from 
the court-room ‘by two stout gendarmes. 
Rosine’s brother, who was an accomplice in 
the horrible crime, was found yesterday 
in his cell, having committed suicide b 
hanging himself with his shirt, which 
was torn into strips like cord. In.a corner 
of his cell was found a written confession of 
the details of the crime tallying e with 
that which Jean made today in full in court. 
The affair causes a tremendous sensation, 
and thousands of people are flocking into 
the quiet little town of Privas from miles. 
and miles around. 

At 9 o'clock this evening the jury return 
a verdict of guilty, hut with mitigating cir- 
cumstances, owing to Claude’s frequent 
bursts of ill-temper. John Faure and his 
wife were sentenced to hard labor for life.

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PERISHED IN THE FLAMES 


THIRTY LIVES LOST IN A BURNING 
STEAMER. 


The J. M. White Destroyed While at a 
Landing on the Mississippi River—Her 
Cargo of Cotton Allows the Flames to 
Spread So Rapidly that Many Passen- 
gers Lose Their Lives—Exciting Scenes 
and Incidents—A Partial List of the 
Dead. 

Baton Rover, La. Dec. 14.—[Special.}— 
The steamer J. M. White, on her down trip 
from Vicksburg, caught fire at 10:30 o’clock 
last night while at St. Maurice Landing in 
Pointe Coupee Parish, four miles above 
Bayou Sara, and was entirely destroyed in a 
few minutes. Her cargo chiefly consisted of 
3,000 bales of cotton, 8,000 sacks of grain, and 
400 barrels of oil. The number of lives lost 
is not known, but it is estimated as be- 


,tween fifteen and twenty. The fire origi- 


nated near the boilers and spread with such 
rapidity that the flames enveloped the 
boat before warning of their danger could be 
given the passengers and crew. One of the 
mates was the first to see the fire from the 


river bank, and by the time he reached the 


cabin the smoke was so dense that he could 
only awaken the occupants of a few of the 
staterooms in front and escape with the rest 
of the, officers toa place of safety. All the 
books and papers in the clerk’s office were 
destroyed. Capt. Muse was sick in his room 
at the time, and was notified just in time to 
save his life. 

All the passengers in the forward cabin 
were saved, with one exception. Those in 
the ladies’ cabin were shut off from retreat 
by the flames, and were burned in their 
rooms or were forced to jump into the river, 
where only three were rescued. 

Washington Floyd, Captain of the Will S. 
Hays of Louisville, was aroused in time to 
save himself, but rushed back into the ladies’ 
cabin to save the occupants, and was him- 
self destroyed. On his way back he aroused 
Maj. S. L. James, lessee of the penitentiary 
conviets, who rushed out barefooted and in 
his underclothes, and was saved; also Col. 
Henry C. Brown, State Engineer. 

The big Mardi-Gras ox Otoe Chief is among 
the victims, and his keeper, William Bailey, 
is drowned. 

At midnight Capt. Pennywilt, with the 
steamer Stella Wild, seeing the reflection of 
the fire at Bayou Sara, came up and took on 
board the rescued, landing them in shis 
city tonight.

FATHER M’GLYNN DEFENDED. 


Michael Davitt Takes Up the Cadgel in His 
Behalf—The Land League. 

New York, Dec. 14.—[Special.]—Michael 
Davitt, before starting on a trip to the West, 
today gave his views on the action of the 
Catholic Church authorities in relation to the 
Rev. Dr. McGlynn, which are thus set forth 
in the Jrish World: .

int I will offer no opinion, and 
let me hope sincerely that no friend of Dr. Mc- 
Glynn will set himself up as u judge in this re- 
spect. The act is now beyond recall. The ver- 
dict lies with a higher tribunal. Dr. MeGlynn's 
hosts of friends will best interpret his own wishes, 
I am sure, and aid his cause by refraining,from 
censorious comments or heated observ@jons. 
Rome can no more be guilty of the injus or 
stupidity of condemning the advocates the 
doctrine that there cannot in justice or ifreu- 
son be private property in land in the sense 
in which Mr. George opposes it than she could 
now venture to support the doctrine of private 
property in human beings. She will leave it an 
open question. To do otherwise would be as 
impolitic—to speak it mildly—as to pronounce in 
favor of landlordism or castie rule in Ireland. 
The propaganda may incline more to the doc- 
trine of private property in iand than to 
the Georgian — 1 which would change 
the existing system; but even such pronounce- 
ment—should it be made—will have no 
binding force upon any single Catholic through- 
out the world. It will be no ex-cathedra pro- 
nunclamento yey | from the Supreme Pontiff 
upon an article of faith, but a declaration em- 
bodying the views and opinions of eminent ec- 
clesiastics, who are Jugt as liable to err upon a 
litical or economi problem as other 
allible mortals. Rome is more favor- 
able to monarchy than to republicanism, 
just as she sibly may declare herself 
more on the side of landlordism in land than on 
that of State or national proprietorship, but she 
wisely refuses to make it an article of faith to 
repel republicanism in the interest of monarchy, 
and I am satisfied that thisis what she will do 
with reference to the rival theories on the land 
question. „ 

“In one respect the action taken against Dr.’ 
McGlynn is likely to prove detrimental to the 
best interests of the Catholic faith in the United 
States. Impulsive men who do fot understand 
the real position of the case may fly 17 the con- 
clusion that the Catholic Church by this proceed- 
ing is antagonistic to the cause of labor, with 
which Dr. McGlynn has intimately associated 
himself. Hundreds of thousands who are not 
of the Catholic religion will also natural- 
ly jump to the same unwarranted inference. 
Hence the ridiculous talks about Father Me- 
Glynn ‘resigning the priesthood,’ ‘fighting the 
church,’ etc. Thisis all arrant nonsense, and 
the less there is heard of this kind of thing the 
better for the labor movement itself. They will 
find out in Rome that Dr. McGlynn has been 
doi fifty times more work for Christianity by 
his labors and speeches here in New York than 
he has accomplished even for the cause of in- 
dustry. Thotsands of men with no religion— 
men who believed that religion was but 
a means through which wealth and power 
sought to teach the toiling masses sub- 
mission to injustice and acquiesence in iniquity— 
have seen and heard fn Catholic priests like 
Father McGlynn a true contradiction of this er- 
roneous assumption, and great good has hereby 
been achieved. Let me say it again—in order 
that no such fatal blunder may be made—let Dr. 
McGlynn goto Rome to defend the great labor 
movement of the civilized world and save the 
church from rushing upon the rocks of opposi- 
tion. And lam dec ly of opinion,“ added Mr. 
Davitt, that Dr. MeGiynn’s friends and admir- 
ers should see that he is not put to the expense 
of this journey out of his own slender resources.”

The Rev. Dr. McGlynn narrowly escaped 
ecclesiastical discipline three or four 
years ago for identifying himself too prom- 
inently with the Land-League movement, 
which was at that time, to some extent, labor- 
ing under the disapproval of the Catholic 
Church in America. A Land-League picnic 
was held in Cleveland, which was publicly 
denounced by Bishop RichardcGilmour, who 
forbade the Catholics of his diocese to at- 
tend or participate. The orator of that picnic, 
despite Bishop Gilmour’s denunciation of it, 
was the Rev. Dr. McGlynn of New York. 
The Catholic Universe of Cleveland, the 
organ of Bishop Gilmour, censured Father 
McGlynn very severely for the part he took 
in the event, and it was currently reported in 
Catholic circles in the Cleveland Diocese at 
that time that Bishop Gilmour corresponded 


with Cardinal McCloskey, then alive and pre- 


siding over the New York Diocese, urging 
him to discipline the priest for his participa- 
tion in the church-denounced Land-League 
icnic. Father McGlynn was not disciplined, 
owever; or, if he was, it never reached the 
public ear.

A HOT FIGHT IN CONGRESS. 


IT IS LIKELY TO TAKE PLACE ON THE 
INTER-STATE COMMERCE BILL. 


Rallroad Men to Have a Hand-—Opinions 
froin Some of the Men Who Are Specially 
Interested— Railway Telegraph Compa- 
nies Not Living Up to Their Contracts— 
A Bill to Cover Their Case—The Sundry- 
Civil Measure—Capital Miscellany. 

Wasarneton, D. C., Dee. 14.—[Special. }— 

The conference report on the Inter-State 
Commerce billis ready to present, except 
that all the signatures of the conferrees have 
not been affixed. Senator Platt has not yet 
been given a chance to refuse to sign, and it 
is not known positively whether he will ad- 
here to his determination not todo so. Even 
if the report does not receive 

probation it will not affect 

ity, as the signatures of 

members of each House are necessary. 

The report will be presented in the Senate 

tomorrow, and will lie upon the table until 

several measures now pending have been 
disposed of. The Senators who opposed the 

original Cullom bill are intending to make a 

still more vigorous fight against the amended 

one. They think the changes have made it 
far more objectionable. Senator Cullom, 
however, has no fears for the safety 
of the bill in either branch of Con- 
gress. The officials of several railroads 
have telegraphed asking when they could be 
heard in opposition to the bill. These com- 
munications were received so late as to pre- 
clude the possibility of giving them a hear- 
ing before the conclusion of the conference. 
Railroads wishing to fight the bill will have 


to do so through Senators and Representa- 
tives on the floor. A lively debate is looked 
for when the measure comes up. 


Some Opinions on the Measure. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Dec. 14.— [Special. 
President Roberts of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road preferred today not to add to the views 
advanced by him recently on the Reagan bill 
until he had studied it more carefully than 
he yet had an opportunity of doing. Previ- 
ously he has held that even the passage of 
such a bill would disturb the present system 
of railroad management only temporarily.

The Secretary of the Treasury today trans- 
mitted to the Senate a report prepared by 
Mr. Miller, Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue,in answer to Senator Ingalls’ resolu- 
tion calling for information in regard to the 
operations of the Oleo ine law. By 
this report it appears that since Nov. 1, the 
date at which the law went into operation, 
the special tax provided for therein has been 
assessed on thirty-four manufacturers 
of oleomargarine, on 204 wholesale dealers, 
and on 2,415 retail dealers.

„A eombination,” said one of them, is im- 
possible because there is always a question 
of the relative value of the different qualities 
of coal, and we never have been able to reach 
a basis. Attempts have been made to shove 
up prices, buta snag is always encountered. 
One company has recently advanced the 
_ from $1.85 to $2.15 owing to the demand. 

‘here is a scarcity of miners to dig coal and 
a scarcity of cars to bring it here. Business 
has been so dull for the last two years that 
many of the miners have quit, and we can’t 
get all the men we want. Chicago receives coal 
over every railroad, but no two lines bring 
the same quality of coal, nor from the same 
distance; so it is idle to talk about a combina- 
tion. And besides all the States East where 
soft coal is mined send it here. The retail 
price in Chicago, $3.50, has not been disturbed 
nor will it be; and the price per car-load wi 
affect very’ few manufacturers, as a large 
percentage 6f them gave orders last summer 
at $1.85, and Will get coal at that price. Those 
who order cal now will of course have to 
pay the advance. But we are not soliciting 
orders, owing to the scarcity of coal, as we 
cannot promise to deliver right off; so the 
advance amounts to nothing.’ 

“Will the Knights of bor, who have 
bought mines in St. Clair County, III., and 
Daviess County, Ind., be able to compete with 
dealers here! 

„No. Experienced operators wouldn't think 
of buying mines in such remote places, as 
they couldn't ship to Chicago and get prices 
which would pay. I'll guarantee to deliver 
coal at 256 cents a ton less than it will cost to 
get the St. Cigir coal here. Those mines are 
250 miles off, and it costs more to haul coal 
that distance, than 100 miles. Na. St. Clair 
coal is ship to St. Louis and the West. It 
don't come this way, and cannot compete 
with us.“ 

„The price has been put up because we can 

t it,” said Mr. A, L. Sweet, who is Presi- 

ent of the Association. The price is not 
any higher than it was at this time last year. 
We have been selling coal ata loss of from 
25 to 30 cents ton. e La Salle, Streetor, 
and Wilmington mines have been doing 
itallsummen We couldn’t agree on a price 
and cut one another's throats, as all wan 
the business. Now, however, we have come 
pm egy and, agreed to maintain a figure in 
order to make something. The price has been 
advanced from $1.60 to $1.75 a ton by car-load 
at the mines. The cost to small consumers 
will be affected more in the country than 
anywhere elge. The advance there will be 
about 25 centsaton. The railroads and man- 
ufacturers haye been getting coal as low as 
$1.10, and even $1 in some instances, when it 
cost 50 cents à ton to mine it. Some contracts 
at $1.10 are still in existence, and everybody 
fought for them on that basis. As a conse- 
quence some of the mines lost as high as $5,000 
amonth. The retail price in 8 
will remain the same. The railroads will not 
be affected, as they have contracts, but some 
manufacturers will be. There will be no 
further advance if I can prevent it, There is 
a great scarcity in the Northwest and we 
could get more money for coal, but I don’t 
think it would be the right policy to pursue. 
I am opposed to high pri believing that 
people ought to know what they are going to 
pay all the year round and not put out by 
fluctuations—pot be compelled to layin a 
stock in order to head off high prices in the 
winter. Iam satisfied with present rates.“

“The La Salle, Minonk, Winona, Streator

It is understood that about all the mines as 
far south as Pana—every one that ships coal 
north—are either in the combination, or will 
make corresponding prices to go into effect 
about the same time.

REVISING THE CENTRAL TRAFFIC As- 


SOCIATION AGREEMENT.

A New Contract Reported by the Commit- 
tee, Consideration of Which Was Post- 
poned to Learn What Congress Will 
Do with the Inter-State Commerce 
Bill—The Proposed Advance in East- 
Bound Rates—Eastern Passenger Affairs 
— West-Bound Rates from Buffalo. 

The Managers and General Freight Agents 
of the various roads in the Central Trafiic 
Association held a meeting yesterday at the 
Office of Commissioner Blanchard, All the 
roads in the association except the Louisville 
& Nashville were represented. The com- 
mittee on revision of the existing pooling 
agreement submitted a report stating 
that it had succeeded in formulating 
& new contract which it thought would, if 
adopted, prevent most of the troubles from 
which the association is now suffering. Ob- 
jection to the immediate consideration of the 
report was made for the reason that it would 
be better to continue the present contract, 
although unsatisfactory, until the fate of the 
proposed conference bill for an Inter-State 
Commerce law had been established by Con- 
gress. They thought if that bill was passed, 
and the opinion prevailed that it would 


pass in spite of any opposition the 
railroads might offer, there would be no use 
for a revised contract, as the present pool 
would have to be abandoned. It was sug- 
gested that the association might take some 
steps to impress upon Congress the damage 
that would result to the railroads if the bill 
passed in its present shape. The prevailing 
opinion, however, was that it would be use- 
less to further oppose the passage of the pro- 
posed law. The further consideration of the 
new contract was finally postponed until the 
next meeting. 

The committee on pools ftom lake cities re- 

rted that it had no time to meet, and asked 
or further time, which was granted. The 
committee on the relations of the Lehigh 
Valley and Chesapeake & Ohio Railways to 
the association reported that those roads de- 
clined to join the pool, but promised to main- 
tain rates. The committee on the nomina- 
tion of a permanent freight organiza- 
tion 1 that it had not yet 
been able to . The committee on 
live stock and dressed beef reported in favor 
of continuing the old billing weights on live 
stock. It was also that live stock 
from Indianapolis, Cincinnati, and Detroit 
should be weighed in the same manner. The 
Commissioner stated that a meeting had been 
called for Dec. 22 at Louisville, Ky., of the 
roads interested in the cotton traffic to agree 
upon cotton rates. The report of the Audit- 
ing Committee regarding the division of ex- 
penses was received and laid over. 

In rd to the division of percentages on 
the California through traffic Commissioner 
Blanchard stated that he had a conference 
with the Pacific coast lines and found them 
bitterly 4 to the action of the trunk 
lines by which the lines east of St. Louis and 
Chicago will charge after Jan. 1 their full 
proportion of tariff rates based upon actual 
mileage. He recommended that the Eastern 
lines W per cent of the through 
rates instead of 22 per cent, as at 
present. It was the opinion, how- 
ever, that this was a matter for the 
joint committee of the Central Traffic Asso- 
ciation and the trunk linesto decide, and, 
consequently, the subject was referred to 
that committee. The Baltimore & Ohio, Cin- 
cinnati, Washington & Baltimore, Chi- 
cago & Grand Trunk, and Detroit, Grand 
Haven & Milwaukee signed the passenger- 
pool contract. 

There was an animated discussion in re- 
gard to the proposition that the St. Louis 
millers be granted a rebate on flour rates 
from St. Louis to offset the low rates 
made by the Northwestern roads on flour 
from inneapolis. The St. Louis millers 
claim that the rates on flour from Minneapo- 
lis were so low that they could not possibly 
compete with the Minneapolis millers. There 
was great objection to the position on the 
ground that it would be in violation of the 
agreement, and that the Central c A 
sociation had no right to equalize rates made 
by lines westor northwest of its territory. 
The St. Louis roads made a stubborn t in 
favor of the proposition, but it was finally 
decided to refer the matter to a committee of 
seven, representing all parties in interest. 
The committee has not yet been appointed. 

It was sugeg 
of the fast-freight lines were cutting east- 
bound in and provision rates should be in- 
quired into, but no one cared to push the mat- 
ter, it being understood that all lines, with- 
out exception, were cutting rates, and it was, 
therefore, 8 best not to stir up a 
hornet’s nest. e advance in east-bound 
freight rates to a @cent basis on 
grain from Chicago to New York was 
only casually mentioned. The Rock Island 
and Burlington wished it to be understood 
that they did not favor the advance, deeming 
it unwise so long as it was not possible to 
maintain a Sent rate, but having but 
little interest in the East-bound rates 
from Central c Association points 
they did not care to oppose the 
wishes of the association roads, and, 
therefore, did not vote atall on the proposi- 
tion. It was stated that the rates having 
been ordered tobe advanced by the joint 
committee, the Central Traffic Association 
had no longer any power to arrest the meas- 
ure, and the action could only be rescinded 
by the joint committee. 

None of the roads expect to be able to se- 
cure a 30-cent rate on grin, but they think by 
making that the tariff rate they will at least 
be able to secure a 25-cent rate, which they 
have not been able to obtain lately. The 
principal benefit, they say, that will be de- 
rived from making the through tariff on 
grain 30 cents will be in securing better rates 
on local traffic. As the latter amounts to 
much more than the through traffic they 
can stand the cutting or diversion of 
through business. It is understood that the 
contracti agents of the various roads 
have quietly informed the shippers that they 
will not be required to pay tariff rates, but 
will be given a Bent rate after Dec. 20. The 

neral opinion is, however, that a mistake 

as been made in establishing a rate that 
cannot be maintained, and fears are ex- 
pressed that it will engender such jealousies 
and competition as to cause a complete de- 
moralization of rates before many days have 


peThe Peoria East-Bound Committee met last 
evening to see what can be done to stop the 
demoralization in rates from that point and 
to effect an arrangement by which balances 
can hereafter be evened up.

MICHIGAN’S DECEASED EX-GOVERNOR. 


A Sketch of the Life and Public Services 
of Charles M. Croswell. 

The Hon. Charles M. Croswell, whose death 
was mentioned in yesterday’s TRIBUNE, was 
born at Newburg, Orange County, N. Y., Oct. 
$1, 1825. He was the only son of John and 
Sallie Hicks-Croswell. His father was of 
Scotch-Irish descent and his ancestors on his 
mother’s side were of Knickerbocker de- 
scent. When but 7 years of age his father 
was accidentally drowned in the Hudson 
River, and within three months preced- 
ing that event his mother and only sis- 
ter had died, thus leaving him, the sole 
surviving member of the family, with- 
out fortune or means. Upon the dea 
of his father he went to live with 
uncle, who, in 1837, emigrated with him 
to Adrian, Mich. At 16 years of age he com- 
menced to learn the carpenter’s trade, and 
worked at it very diligently for four years, 
maintaining himself and devoting his spare 
time to reading and the acquirement of 
knowled In 1846 he be the study of 
law, was appointed puty Clerk of 
Lenawee County, the duties of which office 
he performed for four years, when he was 
elected Register of Deeds, and Was reélected 
in 1852. In 1851 he took part in the first 
movements for the formation of the Repub- 
lican party, and was a member and — 
retary of the convention held at Jack- 
son in that year which put in the field 
the first Republican State ticket in Michigan. 
In 1855 he formed a law partnership with 
Judge Cooley, which continued until the lat- 
ter’s removal to Ann Arbor. In 1862 Mr. 
Crosweil was appointed City-Attorney of 
Adrian, and was also elected Mayor of the 
city in the spring of the same year. In the 
fall of 18 he was chosen ‘to represent 
Lenawee County in the State Senate, where 
the compliment of Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on the Judiciary was paid him. He was 
reélected to the Senate in 1864 and again 
in 1866. In 1867 he was elected a member of 
the Constitutional Convention, and was 
chosen its presiding officer. In 1868 he was 
chosen an elector on the Republican Presiden- 
tial ticket; in 1872 he was elected a Repre- 
sentative to the Legislature from Lenawee 
County, and was chosen Speaker of the 
House. In 1876 he was elected Governor of 
Michigan, and was renominated and re- 
elec in 1878. He had been twice married, 
and is survived by his second wife and a son 
and two daughters by his first wife, who 
died in 1868. vy. Croswell was a man of 
broad culture, and in intellectual ability had 
few superiors in Michigan. He was an elo- 
quent and polished speaker and strong in ar- 
gument. In his personal intercourse he was 
always courteous, affable, and pleasant, and 
no person ever knew him to be rude or harsh.

THE ARBITRATION COMMITTEE CON. 
SIDERS BASE.BALL. : 


Various Amendments to the National Agree- 
ment Submitted—The Reserve Rule In- 
creased to 14—Negotiations with Play- 
ers Prohibited Before Oct. 20— The 
Power to Blacklist to Be Transferred to 
the Associations—Burns’ Case Referred— 
Sale of Kentucky Trotting Stock. 

New York, Dec. 14.—The Arbitration Com- 
mittee of the National Base-Ball League and 
the American Base-Ball Association con- 
tinued their “star-chamber” session today 
at the Fifth Avenue Hotel. Chairman Byrne 
says itis not likely that the application of 
the International League will be granted, as 
in that case they would be compelled to ad- 
mit all the other dozen or more small leagues. 
The reserve rule was increased to fourteen, 
and à suggestion was made to do away with 
the rule limiting salaries, it being claimed 
that it was violated every season. 

The Arbitration Committee sat long upon 
the case of Burns, the Newark people main- 
taining that the committee had no jurisdic- 
tion over the matter, and it was finally re- 
ferred to Lawyers Phelps of Louisville and 
Rogers of Philadelphia, of the committee. 
Various amendments were made to the na- 
tional agreement, which will be submitted 
to the annual meeting of the American 
Association tomorrow for approval; 
also to tne National League when it meets in 
the spring. As amended, Sec. 2 provides 
that no club shall enter into negotiation with 
E until Oct. 20, under penalty of a fine 

n $500, to be imposed upon the club or indi- 

vidual representing the club, and suspension 

for the ensuing season of the player entering 
into such negotiation. It also provides that 
power to blacklist shall be taken from clubs 

and vested in the two associations. Sec. 6 

provides that no club shall go from one asso- 

ciation to another except 1 the month of 

November. 

Further amendments were proposed to the 
National a ment. They were that a club 
should lose its membership in a minor league 
by resignation, expulsion, or disbandment, 
and that all their players would be on the 
market free to sign with any one. Any minor 
league should forfeit its membership if it 
failed to expel any of its clubs that violated 
any rules pted by the late Committee on 
Rules. 

The committee on the Burns case reported 
the following: 

Resolved. That the Board of Arbitration decide 
that the blacklisting of Thomas P. Burns by the 
Newark club has not been shown to have been 
for the causes set forth in the third of the quali- 
fied articles of admission to the National agree- 
ment, and therefore should not be binding upon 
any clubs except those of the Eastern League, and 
that this board hereby declines to recognize such 
blacklisting. 

Resolved, Further, that out of courtesy to the 
Eastern League this decision shall not take ef- 
fect until after the annual meeting of said East- 
ern League, or until Jan. 15, 1887. 

This resolution was adopted. It practically 
reinstated Burns, and he will be eligible to 
sign a contract with whom he pleases after 
Jan 15. When Burns heard the decision he 
was overjoyed. “I will sign a contract with 
the Baltimore club,“ he said; and one thing 
is certain: I won't be caught in this predica- 
ment aguin.“ 


Directors of the Association Meet. 

New York, Dec. 14.—The Board of Direct- 
ors of the American Association held its ex- 
ecutive meeting. The board inspected Sec- 
retary Wheeler’s accounts and approved 
them. The charges against Manager Phillips 
of the Pittaburgs preferred by President Von 
der Ahe were dismissed. They awarded the 
championship to the St. Louis Browns, with 
a recommendation that the championship of 


the world should also be awarded to them.

Fears for Thomas Stevens, Who Is Making a 
Tour of the World,

REMOVING SNOW FROM CAR-TRACKS. 
A Good, 


Broad, Generous Ordinance Is 
What Is Needed. 

There is an excellent prospect at last that 
the street-car companies will be compelled to 
remove the snow thrown from their tracks 
onto the street within a reasonable time after 
the snowfall, at least in the business portion 


of the city. The opposition of the companies 


to the Dixon ordinance on this subject has 
been that there was no dumping-ground for 
the snow. This objection is now met by the 
erder which was introduced Monday night 
by the senior Alderman from the First Ward 
and passed by the Council instructing the 
Commissioner of Public Works to provide 
dumping-grounds along the river and the 
Lake-Front for such snow as might be re- 
moved from the down-town business streets. 
Ald. Dixon, before introducing his order, 
consulted with Commissioner Purdy, who 
assured him that the 92 for 
snow could be easily provided. If the snow 
is removed at night it could be thrown into 
the river at every bridge. The West Side 
company practic on this plan to a limited 
extent a couple of years ago. They 
loaded the snow on some of their 
topless old vars and on flat-cars, then drove 
the cars onto the bridges, which were swung, 
and the snow was thrown into the river. 
What was done then on a very limited scale 
can be done on a large one. The West and 
North Side companies will hardly have any 
occasion to use teams. The South Side Com- 
pany will have all the Lake-Front 1 
grounds at the foot of Harrison, Rush, K, 
and Twenty-second streets all to themselves, 
and all the vacant acre lots scattered all over 
the South Side. Commissioner Purdy thinks 
there will be no trouble about it. mmis- 
sioner Cregier said when he Was a city offi- 
cial there was no difficulty. Tis only since 
he became a street-car functionary that he 
has been skeptical about the matter. Super- 
intendent McGann says it 1s as easy as roll- 
ing off a log.“ If the Council will pass the 
ordinance he will enforce it.“ , 

There are some, however, who say that the 
ordinar ce proposed by Dixon will be declared 
unconstitutional. This is all bosh. All the 
City-Hall lawyers agree in saying that the 
ordinance if can be enfo It is 
absurd to say, for instance, that the Munici- 
pal Council cannot provide for the removal 
of obstructions and nuisances from the 
streets. The railroad companies have no 
more right to obstruct the portion of the 
streets reserved for wagons than the front- 
ing property-owners have to obstruct the 
portions of the streets on which the tracks 
are laid, and the strect-car nates will do 
well to bear in mind that if they resist the 
ordinance when passed or try to prevent its 
passage it is the intention of property own- 
ers along Madison and State streets, Wabash 
avenue, North Clark street, Indiana avenue, 
and other thoroughfares to throw back onto 
the trackways the snow plowed off by the 
street-car companies. A ——— who 
owns a number of teams and drays said yes- 
terday that he would begin such operations 
as soon after Monday next as the first snow 
falls. Hesaid: 1 do not propose to use six 
horses to do the work of two in order to 
accommodate the streetcar companies. 
It was my experience last winter that 
whenever any of my teams got stuck in the 
snowbanks piled up by Holmes’, Yerkes’ 
Russell Jones’, an eeks’ snow-plows 
had to send on four additional horses to pull 
them out. That has been the experience of 
Col. Rend, Gen. Stockton, Ald. Dixon, and 
other heavy Jeamers.”’ 

Ald. Clarke, Chairman of the Railway 
Committee, promises to report a snow ordi- 
nance next Monday night. It will be limited 
as to territory. It will probably apply only 
to the down-town business district bounded 
by the lake, Chicago avenue, Harrison street, 
and Halsted. This will hardly do the great 
thoroughfares like North Clark, North State, 
and South Halsted streets, Blue Island, Mil- 
waukee, Indiana, and Cottage Grove ave- 
nues, and West Harrison, West Van Buren 
and Division streets any good. They should 
be included to the city limits. 

Some of the boodlers are already objecting 
to a partial ordinance. They want to load it 
down on the pretext that a ages ordinance 
would be unconstitutional. Dillon, in his 
work on municipal corporations, has set- 
tied this point. e says (page 334) that it is 
only necessary that ordinances to be valid 
should as far as practicable’ be general 
in their nature and impartial in their opera- 
tion.“ As the propo ordinance will apply 
equally toall the roads it comes within the 
definition above given. The boodlers are 
barking up the wrong tree. But so as not to 
give any cause of complaint it will be well 
that the Railroad Committee make the scope 
of the ordinance broad and comprehensive. 
It should be passed at the next meeting of 
the Council. Yerkes is said to be willing to 
make concessions. He will probably have to 
do so.

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SecrReTaRy MaNnnine reported to the Sen- 
ate yesterday, in answer to a resolution call- 
ing for information in regard to the Oleo- 
margarine law, that since Nov. 1 thirty-four 
manufacturers of oleomargarine 204 and 
wholesale and 2,415 retail dealers in the same 
have been taxed. The number of pounds of 
oleomargarine assessed at two cents per pound 
was 4,490,174, of which 2,613,700 pounds was 
in the First Illinois District. 


Tue case of Johnson vs. The Chicago Pa- 
cific Elevator Company, reported in our col- 
umns of yesterday as having been decided by 
the Supreme Court of the United States, in- 
volves an important principle. The amount 
at.issue was small, being only about $300, or 
the value of 600 bushels of corn. A vessel 
loaded with ore for the North Side Rolling- 
Mills ran into the elevator one dark night 
about five years ago and made a hole in the 
side of the building through which the corn 
ran into the river. The vessel was sued for 
damages, Which were awarded by the local 
court. The case was carried by the original 
defendant to the Appellate Court, thence to 
the Supreme Court of this State, and from 
that to the United States Supreme Court, 
with the result above noted. His legal ex- 
penses. probabiy amounted to five times as 
much as the sum in dispute. The principle is 
established, beyond dispute, that a vessel is 
responsible for any damages that it may 
cause, either through negligence or iuad- 
vertence.

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THE GIGANTIC WABASH ROBBERY. 

Tue Trisune of Monday presented in de- 
tail the inception and developmentof Gould’s 
“Wabash system.” The statement then 
made was first given in the New York] World, 
which is published under the very noses of 
the robbers. No denial or refutation has 
been calledout. The public is bound toinfer 
that the statement madeis correct. Indeed, 
it could hardly be called an exposure at all, 
for the main facts have often been published 
and were quite widely known. The question 
is not whatare the facts, but what is the 
redress? Judge Gresham’s decision was a 
good entering wedge, and that was all. From 
the nature ofthe case be could hardly go 
farther than to call a halt, and there should 
be no let-up until restitution has been made 
for what must be set down as the mon- 
umental robbery of the ages. 

It seems that the first step in this plot was 
taken in 1879. The scheme was to get hold 
of as many lines and links of bankrupt rail- 
roads in Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Missouri, and 
Iowa as possible for the least money, with- 
out the slightest regard to actual value, 
mortgage bonds, or anything else except se- 
curing control of the property. At the first 
dash the syndicate got 1,500 miles of road 
and soon reached 3,500, paying for the con- 
trolling stock one to six cents on the dollar, 
or some nominal price. This job lot of lines 
running hither and thither was dubbed the 
“ Wabash system.” Every inch of the sys- 
tem was already covered with first and sec- 
ond mortgages for all the roads were worth, 
ahd generally a good deal more. It was from 
the sale of those mortgage bonds that the va- 
rious lines had originally been constructed. 
It was impossible to pay the fixed charges of 
interest on the bonds issued, and in some 
cases there was not income enough to meet 


valuable piece of property in the entire 
lot was a comparatively short line which 
gave the name to the system.“ 

Having thus got possession of these “ prop- 
erties” for a mere song, the ring of con 
spirators proceeded to issue a blanket “first 
mortgage bond for 17 millions on the sys- 
tem —ignoring the old prior first-mortgage 
bonds on every mile of the “system,” 
amounting to 27 millions. The ring sold their 
17 millions of “ firsts” at par, pocketing 17 
millions of cool cash. Next they issued 23 
millions of preferred stock and sold it an 
average of 80; and they also issued 27 mill- 
ions of common stock and sold it to the 
deluded and deceived public at about 45 per 
cent. This 50 millions of worthless stock was 
sold to the public on credit caused by false 
reports of the net earnings and dividends of 
the “ Wabash system.” 

It is reported that the robbers used part of 
the proceeds of their issues of bonds and 
stocks to make a showing of large net earn- 
ings, and that they paid two or three bogus 
dividends. The true condition of the sys- 
tem was carefully concealed from the pub- 
lic, who were deluded by misleading reports 
of earnings and expenses. A lot of “ collat- 
eral first mortgages’ were also palmed off on 
credulous investors—how many millions we 
do not precisely know. But the total bogus 
stuff worked off exceeded 70 millions, and 
yielded the ring some 55 millions of cash, 
less what was paid out in bogus dividends to 
beget confidence in English ang American 
investors. 

Every dollar realized by the ring over and 
above the trifling cost of the original shares 
of stock bought was clear profit. The plan 
was to work off on the public in this country 
and in England a cool 67 millions of this 
bogus paper called bonds and stocks. Be- 
fore it was all “placed ’’—that is, palmed 
off—it was nipped by the frost of public sus- 
picion. The “market” began to suspect 
that there was something wrong somewhere. 
According to the World’s figures, the actual 
amount of the robbery consummated is set 
down at $47,550,000. The purchasers were 
„ done out of that sum by the cunning, un- 
scrupulous rogues. 

This is not a case to be tried in the tribunal 
of newspaper enterprise. The victims of this 
gigantic Wabash swindle should apply at once 
to the courts for redress of their wrongs, find 
out by due process of law who the robbers 
were, and compel restitution, These things 
Were not done honestly, nor has the money 
made been squandered. The boodlers were rich 
before, and their millions are still growing 
on their hands. Is there any justice in New 
York courts? Do the swindlers own the 
bench now as they didin the days of Barnard 
and Cardozo! The way to find out is for 
the victims of this gigantic bunko game 
to go into court and demand back their money 
precisely as if they had been confidenced by 
“ Appetite Bill” or any other crook. Judge 
Gresham’s decision should prove to be only 
the beginning of the end. His name is now 
held in high repute, and his one act of simple 
justice has called out warm commendation, 
and that deservedly; but if a State Judge, 
having jurisdiction in the case, will now pro- 
ceed to make the confidence operators dis- 
gorge or go to the penitentiary, he will not 
only make for himselfa name above every 
judicial name, but exalt and ennoble the 
American judiciary. Again we ask, Is there 
any justice in New. York in dealing with 
gigantic confidence gamesters. 

TWO DEMOCRATIC “REFORMERS.” 

Commissioner Murry Neilson appealed in 
the County Board Monday to Messrs. Cassel- 
man and Fortune, elected as Democratic 
reformers” under the good-enough ” law, 
to vote in favor of certain changes in the pro- 
cedure which could not but have commended 
themselves to their business judgment. One 
change was the reduction of the number of 
committees so as to locate responsibility. This 
was voted against by ‘“‘ Reformers” Cassel- 
man and Fortune; also by Reformer“ 
Klehm. No reason was given for the refusal 
to act on Mr. Nelson's sensible proposi- 
tion by those “reformers.” They had no 
reason, doubtless, except that it would re- 
strict the operations of boodleism. A resolu- 
tion offered subsequently by Mr. Nelson pro- 
viding that an inventory of county property 
and a listof employés, together with the nat- 
ure of their duties and the amount of their 
salaries, be made by the County Clerk was 
voted down 8 to 7 by “Reformer” Nehm 
and ruled out of order on the ground that the 
board had no right to instruct the Clerk! 
The ruling was of course absurd, but was 
sustained, on au appeal being taken, by the 


votes of “ Reformers” Fortune aud Cassel- 


running expenses even. The only really | 
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then changed the resolution so as to subst 
tute a committee of the board for the County 
Clerk, but the amended resolution was also 
ruled out of order by the self-elected Chair- 
man, and Fortune and Casselman voted with 
the boodlers to sustain this ruling. Subse- 
quently, when McCarthy offered a resolution, 
the same in principle but much more re- 
stricted in scope as that offered by Mr. Nel- 
son, Klehm entertained it aud Fortune and 
Casselman voted for it, and it was adopted. 

If Mr. Nelson’s original resolution, which 
was a very proper and necessary one, 
had been adopted, the County Clerk 
would have promptly obeyed it. The statute 
makes him “the Clerk of the Oounty 
Board.” As such he could not hesitate 
for a moment to obey the instruction 
of the Board of Commissioners. The ruling 
of Klehm was apparently intended to prevent 
an honest statement concerning the property 
and expenditures of Cook County. Mr. Wulff 
would not be influenced in making the inven- 
tory by boodle contractors and ring officials. 
He would make a plain and honest statement. 
This would not suit the gang. It will be more 
in the interest of the boodlers that only a 
partial report shall be made by the commit- 
tee, of which “Buck” McCarthy will, be 
Chairman. 

Casselman’s course is no better and no 
worse than has been expected. Mr. Fortune, 
however, made so many protestations of his 
desire to be more careful in voting during 
the second year of his term of office, and he 
has been so bepuffed as an honest, straight- 
forward business-man, that it was hoped he 
would vote in favor of measures of economy 
and reform. He promised to watch Kiehm 
during this year, and if he found 
him doing wrong he would vote against 
him and in reproof of his action. Mr. 
Fortune is not a stupid man by any manner 
of means. „He knew very well what he was 
about, and he voted deliberately with the 
ringsters and defeated Mr. Nelson’s resolu- 
tion. As far as Klehm is concerned, his 
action Monday is in keeping with his hypo- 
critical record during the last year. 


THE OLD RAILROAD CRY OF “ RUIN.” 

With several notable exceptions the rail- 
road managers are disposed to regard the 
Inter-State Commerce bill with alleged ap- 
prehension, and profess to foresee a period 
of bankruptcy and ruin in case the measure 
is enacted by Congress. The bill, they think, 
would be well enough if it did not interfere 
with pool combinations and discriminated 
rates; but, since it aims to prevent the rail- 
roads discriminating against one class of 
shippers, overcharging others, and giving 
special terms to favored persons and locali- 
ties, it can only be “viewed with alarm.” 
The Eastern railroad magnates take the 
same view, and one statement which comes 
from Boston declares the necessity would 
seem to exist to increase dividends instead of 
diminishing them.” It is claimed that out 
of 184 alleged roads in New York only forty- 
five paid dividends last year, and that some- 
thing of the same proportion will be found 
throughout the Union. If, therefore, the 
roads are compelled by law to equalize their 
rates and deal impartially with their patrons, 
and only charge what is just and fair, there 
must be great suffering among the ‘‘ widows 
and orphans” of New England who depend 
for subsistence on the methods of extortion, 
discrimination, and inequality now practiced 
by the transportation lines. That is sweet 
logic. Take the whole railroad system of the 
United States together, and no great busi- 
ness pays anything like so well on the cap- 
ital actually invested, as shown by Poor's 
Manual.. The toiling farmers, who are the 
bone and sinew of the Nation, would be 
happy men if they made half as much on 
their labor and capital. No other national 
Government in the world except ours allows 
its railroads to do as they please, charge 
what they please, pool as they please, change 
their tolls when and how they please, and 
discriminate unjustly between citizens, rob- 
bing one and favoring another, and exacting 
more for a less service from one man or 
town than fora greater service rendered to 
another man or town. 

This same cry of ruin.“ raised by the rail- 
road managers, was heard in Illinois, Iowa, 
and other Western States at the time of the 
adoption of the “Granger laws“ fifteen 
years ago. The President of one of the lead- 
ing lines running west from Chicago then 
testified under oath before an investigating 
committee that the Illinois law, if applied to 
his road, would “render it valueless, abso- 
lutely and certainly.“ His corporation is to- 
day in a flourishing condition; it pays large 
dividends and its stock sells high; and, ac- 
cording to a recent statement of one of its 
managers, it is the finest double-track steel 
railroad in the world.” It has been much the 
same with all other Illinois lines built where 
there was any necessity for a railroad and 
honestly managed. During the fifteen years 
the roads have been operated under the IIli- 
nois Regulation law they have increased 
their business and earnings enormously, and 
continued to pay dividends not only on the 
actual investment, but on tens of millions of 
watered stock. The bankrupt concerns are 
roads built only for speculative purposes, 
largely with county and township aid, and 
along lines where there is not business 
enough to support them. The bankrupt con- 
dition of these lines is owing to their bad lo- 
cation and bad management, and not to the 
regulation of their tariffs by law. The roads 
honestly and economically built on properly- 
selected routes have grown rich and power- 
ful under the law which fifteen years ago 
was pronounced a statute of ruin and con- 
fiscation.”’ 

The Illinois law under which the roads 
have been able to perfect the great trans- 
portation system of the State and continue 
paying handsome dividends on the capital 
invested is a far more stringent statute than 
the bill now pending in Congress. It forbids 
a greater charge for a longer than for a 
shorter haul, permits no exception to the 
rule, and makes the following prohibition of 
pools (Revised Statutes, Chap. 114, Sec. 23) : 


No such corporation shall consolidate its capi- 
tal stock with any other road owning a parallel 
or competing line. 


“Pooling” is merely a consolidation of 
competing lines for a particular purpose, and 
is forbidden not only by the statutes, but by 
the Constitution of Illinois. Still further, 
the State Railroad Commissioners in this 
State are required to make a schedule of 
reasonable maximum rates for all the rail- 
roads of the State—a provision not followed 
in the Cullom bill, which permits inter-State 
roads to fix their own rates on condition that 
they shall be reasonable and involve no un- 
just discrimination against persons or places. 
In every essential particular the Cullom bill 
is much milder and more flexible than the 
existing railroad law of Illinois—unless, per- 
haps, in regard to “pooling,” but in that 
respect the two measures are substantially 
the same. There is not half as much “ruin” 
and confiscation in the Cullom bill as in 
the Illinois Railroad and Warehouse det of 
1871. The Ilinois law within the scope of its 
operation has worked well and proved very 
fair to the railroads and barely just to the 
public; it has improved the relations between 
the carrier lines and the people and given 
general satisfaction as far as it goes. The 
amended Cullom bill aims to extend the same 
principles in à milder form over the field of 
inter-State commerce, and there is-no reason- 
able doubt that if adopted it will in a short 
time prove equally satisfactory. When fair, 


equalized rates are sustained by National 


authority, thus doing away with the sup- 
posed tiecessity for pool alliances, secret re- 
bates to favorit freighters, and discouraging, 
destructive rate-wars and cut-throat compe- 
tition to force unwilling roads into pools, no 
railroad manager will be found willing to 
confess that he ever opposed the reform. 
Ten years from now all the objectors will in- 
sist that they approved the bill and helped to 


pass it. 


THE NEW YORK BANK EXAMINER CASE. 

The circumstances of the removal of Mr. 
Scriba, Bank Examiner of New York, by Mr. 
Trenholm, Controller of the Currency, have 
already been described and commented upon 
by Tax Tursvxe. The first act of the farce, 
as will be remembered, was a Conspicuous 
satire upon the eivil-service reform preten- 
sions of the Administration. Mr. Scriba had 
been in office for fourteen years, and had 
been a banker prior to taking it. Hence there 
was no question of his fitness for the place. 
During his long occupancy of the office there 
had been no complaint of the manner in 
which he performed his duties. So far as 
partisan activity was concerned, no one knew 
from his acts what his politics was. When 
the letter Game, therefore, from Trenholm, 
asking for his resignation, it was like thun- 
der out of a clear sky. The bankers and 
merchants at once drew up a petition, regard- 
less of partisan sympathies, and asked the 
Controller that he be retained in his position. 

The second act of the farce is now disclosed 
in Trenholm’s reply to the petition. He 
superciliously, if not insolently, refuses the 
request. In substance he notifies the bank- 
ers of New York that he is quite as well 
qualified to judge who shall be Bank Exam- 
iner as the bankers themselves. His own 
language is as follows: 


In reply. I have the honor, first, to express my 
regret that it does not appear to be consistent 
with my official duty to accede to your request 
for the retention of Mr. Seriba, and, secondly, to 
explain why I have reached thatconclusion. The 
qualifications which you name are undoubtedly 
necessary, and I feel bound to take care that 
they are possessed by whoever may be assigned 
to Mr. Scriba’s office. It is not conceivable that 
Mr. Scriba is the only person who either pos- 
sesses or is capable of very soon acquiring such 
qualifications, and therefore there can be no in- 
superable difficulty in adequately filling his place 
so far as these qualifications are concerned. 


Now, as to the second point—viz.: Why 
Trenholm has reached the conclusion to re- 
move Mr. Scriba. The Controller coolly in- 
forms the bankers that it is not of so much 
importance what the Bank Examiner reports 
to them as what he reports to him. The gist 
of this is contained in the previous statement 
of Trenholm to the effect that Scriba’s re- 
ports were “ perfunctory,” and that he wanted 
an examiner who would keep him informed 
asto “the pulse of the country” and the 
“drift of affairs.“ The New York Times hits 
this accusation of delinquency on the head 
very neatly in the commentthat “ the statute 
“does not enumerate among the duties of 
„Bank Examiner the collection and trans- 
“mission to the Controller of this supple- 
“mentary information, and, as Controller 
“Trenholm has never tested Mr. Scriba’s 
“ willingness or ability to perform this service, 
“ we attach no great weight to that specifica- 
“tion against Mr. Scriba.” It is apparent 
that no cause for the removal is stated in re- 
ply tothe bankers’ petition.. No cause was 
stated in the letter to Mr. Scriba. The only 
attempt at setting forth a cause is contained 
in the personal statement of Trenholm al- 
ready quoted, which is no cause at all. 

This brings us to the denouement of the 
farce. Mr. Scriba was removed because he 
isa Republican. He was appointed to the 
place in accordance with the regulations of 
the Civil-Servite law. He had observed those 
regulations not only in spirit but to the very 
letter; but this did not avail him. Heisa 
Republican and his place was wanted for a 
Democrat. Had he been a Democrat—espe- 
cially one of the spoils Demotrats- he would 

have retained his position, even had he pros- 
tituted it to thle lowest and most venal de- 
mands of thespoils system, just as Benton 
has got back into his place after the most 
wanton vio ns of the Ciyil-Service law. 
The place is wanted for a Democrat, and that 
Democrat is oe Snyder, who has been Secre- 
tary Manning’s private secretary. That is 
the case in a nutshell. It is no more out- 
rageous than-the Benton, the Stone, the 
Ham, or numerous other cases; but it must 
be more aggravating to the mugwumps, be- 
cause Mr. Scriba’s removal is accompanied 
by a display gf superciliousness and arro- 
gance which are often characteristic of men 
fresh in a particular office, but which are not 
very becoming exhibitions for a man who re- 
signed from the Civil-Service Commission to 
take the place of Controller. Why a spoils- 
man of such ag aggressive type was ever ap- 
pointed on theicommission is now a mystery. 
It is fortunate that he resigned from it, as 
his area for mischief is now less extensive, 

AN EXTRADITION QUESTION SETTLED. 

The decision of the Federal Supreme Court 
in the Rauscher case puts at rest a matter 
that has been in controversy between the 
United States and Great Britain for several 
years, and rembves a difficulty in the way of 
negotiating a new extradition treaty. The 
Supreme Court holds that a fugitive returned 
to thé United States can be tried only, for the 
offense for which he was extradited. 
position taken by the English Government 
and denied heretofore by the State Depart- 
ment at Washington. In Rauscher’s case 
the fugitive was extradited from Great Brit- 
ain on a charge of murder, but for some rea- 
son the indictment fell through after his 
forced return to the United States and he 
was then tried and found guilty of inflicting 
a cruel and unusual punishment on a seaman. 
In setting aside this verdict the Supreme Court 
declares that an extradited fugitive cannot 
bé tried foran offense other than that for 
which he was surrendered, unless upon the 
failure of the first charge he voluntarily re- 
mains in this country after he has had rea- 
sonable time and opportunity to depart. 
Chief-Justice Waite dissented and took the 
view held heretofore by the State Depart- 
ment. 

The extradition controversy between Great 
Britain and the United States first arose in 
1874 in the case of one Lawrence, accused in 
New York of smuggling silks. Lawrence 
fied to Exigiand, and as smuggling was not 
covered in the extradition treaty with that 
country his surrender was demanded and se- 
cured on the basis of a falsé charge of 
forgery. On lis. return to New York the 
forgery case was dismissed and an indict- 
ment found against Lawrence for smuggling. 
England protested against this trick, and in 
order to avoid ‘international complications 
the. prisoner was released on bail and the 
case continued indefinitly. A few years later 
the United States demanded of Great Britain 
the surrender ‘under the treaty of the 
notorious forger Winslow, and Lord Derby 
replied that he would do so only when a 
guarantees Was made that Winslow should 
not be tried for any other offense than the 
one specified. The State Department refused 
to comply with this condition and Winslow 
was not surrendered. Ever since there has 
been more or less friction in the diplomatic 
relations of the two countries growing out 
of the unjustifiable claim of the State De- 
partment, but as this deetrine is now set 
aside by the Supreme Court there should be 
no further difficulty in securin g anew ex- 
tradition treaty. 

England was right in this extradition mat- 
ter. Fugitives should be tried only for the 
offenses mutually agreed upon and specified 


in the treaty. Any other rule makes extra- 
dition farcical and opens the door for tricks

| and fraudé- unworthy u self-respecting na- 


tion. For instance, nineteen of the extradi- 
tion treaties entered into by the United 
States spec exclude political offenses, 
and yet according to the doctrine set up in 
the Rauscher case this country could obtain 
possession of the fugitive on a bogus charge 
and then try him for another crime. Of 
course the same trick could be played on the 
United States by other countries. Individu- 
als could be extradited from this country on 
false charges of murder or forgery, and then 
tried in England for offenses against the dig- 
nity of the Crown or other political crimes 
not recognized by the United States. The 
only fair course is for two nations to agree 
upon à list of extraditable offenses, and then 
adhere to the treaty strictly. The Supreme 
Court has very properly set aside the tricky, 
disereditable doctrine of the State Depart- 
ment, and thereby made it easy to negotiate 
a new extradition treaty te be observed in 
good faith by both parties. 


A IUDICIAL OUTRAGE, 

The decision of Judge Cox of Washington, 
D. C., overruling the judgment of the Crimi- 
nal Court in the cases of the embezzlers John 
Hitz and Dr. Prentiss, President and cashier 
of the German American National Bank, and 
declaring the indictment defective because 
of the émission of the averment that the 
bank “was doing business,” is just one of 
those judicial outrages which bring courts 
into contempt and make people despair of 
ever getting justice so long as lawyers with 
pettifogging instincts, who obey the letter 
and not the spirit of the law, can get upon 
the bench. In this particular case the tech- 
nicality was so small and indistinct that 
even the sharp eyes of the prosecuting attor- 
neys who drew up the indictment failed to 
see it. It was reserved for the microscopic eye 
of Judge Cox to discover it and to magnify it 
into such importance as to secure the dis- 
charge of two men who were admitted to be 
guilty of embezzlement, the offense charged 
against them—a grave offense, by the way, 
as itinvolved financial trusts. The omission 
of this averment did not amount to a straw. 
If the bank had not been doing business 
there would have been no entries of any kind 
and no beoks in which to make them. It 
made no difference whether the words were 
in the indictment, under any circumstances, 
for there was no question that the bank was 
doing business or of the defendants’ guilt. 
The decision does serious mischief, not alone 
in reléasing the two criminals, but in the 
effect it will have on other cases. Smaller 
gnat was never discovered by camel-swallow- 
ing Judge. Judge Cox has made a mistake 
in going upon the bench. Such sharpness of 
vision could have been engaged to better ad- 
vantage in the microscopical detection of 
germs, spores, and animalcule. 
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A BRAYING DONKEY. ° 
The braying donkey of the boodlers’ organ 
continues to lift up its voice every twilight in 
behalf of the county gang and the law that 
perpetuates them. The burden of its bray is 
that the only way to reform county affairs is 
for the people to elect five “ honest, incor- 
ruptible” Commissioners every year for a 
term of three years. That is what the people 
haye been trying to do for fourteen years, and 
county affairs are not yet reformed. Some of 
the “incorruptible” men for whom the twi- 
light boodlers’ organ brayed most loudly, 
whom it pronounced incorruptible men 
when candidates, have turned out to be the 
very worst boodiers of the board. The de- 
moralizing effects of the three years’ system 
have been such that for nine years, or since 
1877, the people of Chicago have not re- 
elected a County Commissioner. Most of the 
retiring ones had become so corrupted while 
in the board that their constituents re- 
fused to re#lect them. The few honest men 
who remained uncofrupted declined to go 
back, fearing lest they, too, should succumb 
to the moral contagion of another three 
years. The only members of the present board 
who are serving a second term come from 
the country pocket boroughs, and their boodle 
propensities are so notorious that the twi- 
light organ which boomed one of them as an 
incorruptible man two years ago has not 
a word to say now in defense of his course 
under its good-enough law.” Meanwhile 
the county has been plunged intoa floating 
debt of $1,475,000, and with no money in sight 
to pay it, the boodlers’ organ continues to 
bray against any change of the law that has 
led to such a disgraceful and dangerous state 
of things, but insists on perpetuating it. A 
system that breeds boddieism always is “ good 
enough” for the thistle-eating, long-eared 
donkey—hee haw, hee haw! 
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CONGRESSMAN SPRINGER is overdoing the 
business in his billto admit the Territories 
of Dakota, Washington, Montana, and New 
Mexico.

Training Female Wards of the State. 

The committee having in charge the bill it 
is proposed to introduce in the Legislature to 
provide for “the maintenance and training 
of such girls as should be the wards of the 
State,“ held a meeting at the Sherman House 
yesterday afternoon.

A resolution was 
adopted asking.the Governor to mention and 
favorably recommend the purposes of this 
bill in his mes Mr. Collins, who left last 
night for Springfield, was commissioned to 
carry the bill and the request of the commit- 
tee to the Governor. The duty of presenting 
the bill in the Legislature and doing what is 
necessary to secure its passage was left to 
the members of the Legislature present.

A Move ia the Right Direction. 

Ald. Manierre’s ordinance proposing to 
transfer the work of cleaning the alleys 
from the Health Department to the Depart- 
ment of Public Works is a move in the right 
direction. The Health Department seems to 
be absolutely under the control of the boodle 
Aldermen and the Socialistic demagogs. The 
numerous inspectors employed in connection 
with it do little or nothing but draw their 
salaries.

Probably the best method of 
remedying the trouble is to abolish the en- 
tire department and to confer all its powers 
on some of the other municipal officers. 


Not Practicable to Sell Rights of Way 
Through Streets. 

“T consider it impracticable, outside of its 
legality,” said Mayor Harrison yesterday, 
speaking of Ald. Cullerton’s proposition to 
sellaright of way on Stewart avenue to the 
highest bidder. “A railroad company cannot 
enter the city without the consent of the 
owners of a majority of the frontage on the 
street where the tracks are to be laid. It 
would not get that consent in advance, for if 
itdid some other road might run the bid up 
so that it would be ruinous; and it cannot 
come in before it has consent, as that rests 
with the property-owners: Take Stewart 
avenue, for instance. Cullerton's resolution 
covers it from Sixteenth to Thirty-ninth. 
Now the Western Indiana owns one-half of 
the fron between Twenty-second and 
Thirty-ninth and holds the key to the situa- 
tion. No other road can bid without having 
the consent of the Western Indiana. That 
makes the proposition impracticable. With 
regard to street railways it will be different 
if the Supreme Court affirms the decision of 
the Appeilate Court that the consent of the 
property-owners is not necessary,as is the 
case in New York. In that event the city can 
sell a right of way on any street, and let the 
property-owners go to the -——. But, fort- 
unately, our property is somewhat protected. 
If the majority on a street. consented to let a 


.railroad in it would be an admirable thing and 


we could get a high price for a franchse. But 
the Council cannot authorize a railroad com- 
pany to lay down tracks unless the property- 
owners consent.”’ 


The Jefferson Park Presbyterian Church. 

Members of tne Jefferson Park Presbyte- 
rian Church and the pastor, the Rev. Thomas 
Parry, have been at loggerheads for some 
time, and it has been reported that the pas- 
tor had tendered his: resignation, to take 
effect May 1.

They wanted him to step down 
and out at once. at he would not do, and 
a meeting of the session was called for last 
night to discuss the question. Only three or 
four persons were present, and they said it 
was not a business meeting. They had 
simply met to talk over matters, and had no 
statement to make.

SCHWARTZ OF THE ROCK ISLAND ROAD 


Held to the Grand Jury on the Charge of 
Bigamy. 

The smiling face of Henry Schwartz, the 
Rock Island brakeman, took on a sickly 
tinge when he saw his Philadelphia wife and 
little child seated inside the attorney’s rail- 
ing at Justice Meech’s court when his case 
was called yesterday morning. The prisoner 
did his best to keep up his nonchalance, but it 
was an effort. 

Mr. Edward Furthman of the State’s-At 
torney’s office called George Fisher, and an 
elderly man stepped into the box. He swore 
that he was the father of the prisoner’s wife, 
and that they were married and came to live 
together at his house some time in 1879. 
They lived with him for eleven months and 
one child was born to them. C. C. Wilder, a 
Chicago butcher, identified Schwartz as the 
man who had worked for him several months, 
and was known by the name of Harry May- 
hew. Morris Solomon, ex-chief of the mar- 
riage-license department, swore to the 
record of a permit to marry having 
been issued to Harry Mayhew and Ella 
Worsham, and John T. Murphy did the same 
for the record showing that the ceremony 
had been performed in the Clerk’s office. 

John T. Smith, a special agent of the 
Rock Island Road, testitied to being present 
in the office of Mr. Withrow 
he talked to Schwartz. -The 
was questioned concerning the ex- 
press ‘robbery at that time, but the 
attorney did not promise or threaten any- 
thing about the bigamy case in order to elicit 
information about the robbery. Schwartz 
practically acknowledged that he was guilty 
of bigamy. 

As the defense hed talked some about de- 
sertion to the first witness, and as Schwartz 
claimed in ‘his talk with Mr. Withrow that 
his first wife had left him about four years 
ago, Mr. Furthmaa gubmitted a certified copy 
of the record of the Court of Common Pleas 
in Philadelphia, which set forth in full the 
bill filed by Schwartz asking for adivorce from 
his wife. This complaint was duly. sworn 
to by the prisoneéer.at the time it was filed, 
and in it it is alleged that his wife left him in 
December, 1883. As this cut off the five years’ 
desertion plea under our statute, the prosecu- 
tion declared that it had finished its case. 
The lawyers for the defense said they would 
not submit any eviflence, and the Justice held 
Schwartz to the grand jury in bonds of $1,000. 


A MAMMOTH FAIR FOR CHICAGO. 


The President of the State Board of Agri- 
eculture,;Advocates It. 

John Landrigan of Albion, III., President 
of the Illinois State Bédard of Agridutture, ar- 
rived at the Sherman House yesterday to at- 
tend a general meeting of representatives 
from the various State Boardsof Agriculture 
to take concerted action regarding a more 
uniform gradation pf exhib'ts at the State 
fairs and other matters of interest. Mr. 
Landrigan said the Illinois board lacked 
unity of action. The cattlemen were natur- 
ally working to push their interests to the 
front at the fairs; they seemed to think 
speed-horses were pot a necessary requisit to 
the success of a fair, which, citing that as an 
— Mr. Landrigan said was a great 
mistake. People soon tire of merely visit- 
ing stalls and pens. They must be amused, 
and every one likes to see good honest racing. 
This very kind of an exhibit was what was 
building up the fat-stock shows, and he pre- 
dicted that it would so popularize the exhibit 
as to eclipse the State fairs unless more at- 
tention was paid to that department at the 
fairs in the future. The time was ripe for 
the formation of a Chicago fair, such as the 
St. Louis fair, which should be placed upon 
a broad basis and have at its head the Chica- 
go representative business and railroad men. 
A fine tract of land, mf 100 acres, should be 
purchased, Large buildings should be erect- 
ed for exhibits and a fine track laid. Large 
dividends might not be paid at first, but he 
felt sure of its success. The subject would 
be discussed at the annual meeting of the 
board in January. Several prominent mer- 
chants are also considering the project. 

Another thing, he said, that will come be- 
fore the meeting will be the butterine ques- 
tion. He favored such an exhibit, if solely 
on the ground that butterine producers have 
been so badly treated by certain parties. The 
very fact that the article is now under the 
control of the Government legalizes it and 
places it on its own merits. e held that 
the board must consult the commercial and 
mechanical interests of the State as well as 
the Pens and Mr. Landrigan felt that 
should a vote be taken on the matter the 
butterine exhibit would continue, as he 
hopes it will. He held that at least twelve 
members will vote for it, and perhaps eight 
against it.

UNDERVALUATIONS IW ILLINOIS. 


Assessments of Real and Personal Prop- 
erty—The Evil to Be Cured. 

CHICAGO, Dec, 18.—({Editor of the Tribune.}— 
In your editorial of this morning upon “ Under- 
valuations in Illinois” you give a statement of 
facts which demonstrates the necessity for some 
change in our revenue law and concluds the 
artice in the following words: “ Voluminous as 
are the reports of the Revenue Commission it is 
hardly too much to say that the evil to be cured 
is summed up in one word—uandervaluation.” 
This statement of the case falls so far short of 
the truth that it fails to touch the su- 
preme evil. It is not undervaluations but 
outrageously unequal valuations which render the 
egg law utterly despicable in its operation. 

jth the present large maximum limits — — 
revenue could be realized upon a uniform under- 
valuation of 80 or 60 per cent. but when four- 
fifths of the taxation is placed upon less than 
half the property. and even this shameful abuse 
is further —— by gross inequality in the 
valuation of the property taxed, the mere ques- 
tion of undervaluation sinks into insignificance 
compared with the real grievance in the 
premises. 

Ihave no idea thatitwas your intention to 
mislead, Dut in a hasty glance at a palpable 
though not a necessarily fatal wrong, you over- 
looked the fundamental reason which demands 
a revision of the Revenue law.

[The gist of the foregoing criticism is that 
the great evil is unequal valuation instead of 
undervaluation; but, to use our correspond- 
ent’s own language, in a hasty glance at a 
palpable proposition he overlooked the very 
point made—namely: that all variation from 
the maximum rate, or inequality, was really 
due to undervaluation. The theory of the 
present law governing the action of the State 
Board of Equalization is that the original 


assessment is as likely to be too large as too 
small, when, as everybody knows, there is 
not a county in the State in which the valua- 
tions are put high enough. If this be true, 
and not even our correspondent will deny it, 
inequality is really undervaluation. 

The positive side of this communication is 
the assertion that “ four-fifths of the taxa- 
tion is placed on less than half the property,“ 
which means, if it means anything, that real 
estate pays four-fifths of the taxes, while it 
is, in fact, far less valuable than the personal 
promerty This statement is very erroneous. 

he value of property in Illinois in 
1885 was, in round 2 real 8578, 000,000 
and personal is, 000, 000. It is unnecessary 
to go into mathematical details to show that 
the former is not four-fifths of the two com- 
bined or anything like it. Nor is it true that 
the person operty of Illinois exceeds in 
value the realty, that the personal property 
on the 222 of a million of improved farms 
is worth more than the farms, or that the 
household goods of families exceed in value 
their homesteads, or that a tenant’s furni- 
ture is worth more than the landlord’s house 
and lot, or that the rolling stock of railroad 
companies is worth more than the roads—and 
so on to the end of the chapter of valuations. 

Of course there is a good deal of conceal- 
ment in the case of personal perty about 
assessment time, but making due allowance 
for that the land in this State with its im- 
provements and the lots with their buildings 
are worth at least twice as much as the per- 
sonal property. There is only one State in all 
the Union which shows an excess of personal 
property over realty, and that is Massachu- 
setts, which is loaded down to the gunwale 
with stocks and bonds of every description, 
such as railroad, fire insurance, life in- 
surance, manufacturing corporation stocks, 
bank stocks, State, county, city, township, 
and National bonds, by the hundreds of 
millions.

THE MEN WHO CAN MAKE MONEY. 


Phenomena Accompanying the Faculty of 
Acquiring Great Riches. 

Ourcaco, Dec. 13. Editor of The Tribune. } 
—I had the pleasure of listening to a paper 
upon “ The Labor Problem” read before the 
Philosephieal Society of Chicago last Satur- 
day evening, an abstract of which was given 
in Tun Taisune of Sunday. The difficulty 
which the suggestions of the paper was pro- 
posed to remedy was the inheritance of the 
earth by the rich few, leaving the poor mass 
in poverty.

All forms of 
wealth exhibit a restless, nervous tendency 
to gravitate towards the pockets of the 
money-making man. The feats of witeh- 
hazel, table-tipping, animal magnetism, and 
kindred occult things are nowhere compa 
with this propensity in valuable things. Very 
many men cannot make money t save their 
lives, cannot keep what others give them 
even, and property flows in @ 8 line 
from them to the kings oft wealth. No sort 
of manual-labor school can ent this. It is 
in the nature of things. it is fundamental 
and plays havoc with every scheme designed 
to equalize the distribution of wealth. 0

TWO IMPORTANT LAWSUITS. 


Millionaire Weddell Sued by His Sons—The 
King-Remingten Contest. 

CLeve ann, O., Dec. 13.—[Special.|—A suit 
involving $500,000 and possessed of many sen- 
sational features was brought in the Common 
Pleas Court here today. In 1884 H. P. Wed- 
dell, a wealthy banker and owner of the 
Weddell House, failed for $2,000,000. His 
sons, Lawrence and Frank, now sue their 
father and J. H. Webster, assignee of the 
bankrupt estate, for $233,750 each, and ask to 
have that amount included in the liabilities 
of the estate. Their story is this: In 
1361 H. r. Weddell became financially 
involved and had certain pieces ef real 
estate deeded to his two infant sons. Later 
on he pulled out of the difficulty and was 
again reckoned as a millionaire. When the 
boys became of age in 1881 their father per- 
suaded them to deed the property back to 
him, on the plea of making a more equal di- 
vision, part of the real estate having in- 
creased in value more than the other. He 
promised to turn over to each an amount 
equal to half the value of the whole property 
so transferred. Before Mr. Weddell fulfilled 
his promise disaster overtook him and al 
his property went inte the hands 
of an assignee. Hence the two sons bring 
suit for 83.750 each as representi the 
amount obtained from them by their father. 
Assignee Webster says that if unmolested 
the estate will pay every crediter dollar for 
dollar and leave 500,000 besides. He de- 
nounces this suit as a scheme on the part of 
the sons to rob their father in his old age. 
Weddell some time married @ second 
time. This marriage, being distasteful to his 
children, caused a rupture in the family. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Dec. 18.—[ Special.! — 
The great King-Remington suit, so it is said, 
is about to disappear finally from the records 
of the courts, all parties in interest having to- 
day agreed upon a basis of settlement which 
it is reported, now only requires the formal 
execution of certain legal papers to make it 
effective. This result has been brought about 
by a series of negotiations, and is said to be 
satisfactory to all parties. The result, it is 
declared, practically carries out all that was 
embraced in the findings of the court in Col. 
King’s favor, while the greatest burden of 
the settlement falls upon Mr. Menage, who 
held the title to the property.

Have the Government Directors Been Im- 
posed Upon ?—Figures from Their Report. 
Wasurtnoton, D. C., Dec. 12.~—One of the 

principal arguments used in favor of the Pa- 

cific Railroad Funding bill is based uvon the 
report of the Government directors. From 
this report it appears that for the nine 
months ending Sept. 30, 1886, the surplus 

earnings on the entire system were only 805, 

064 less than for the same period in 1885; also 

that the United States requirements from 

earnings on the subsidized or aided lines de- 
creased $286,989 for the same period, being 
ven as $500,000 in 1886, as agamst $736,989 in 

885. These es for United States require- 

ments, being d chiefly upon the W per 

cent of net earnings under the Thurman law, 
indicate a decrease in the net earnings of the 
subsidized lines amounting to $1,148,156, from 
which deducting the $305,964 decrease in sur- 
lus earnings on the entire system, leaves 
2,192 as the increase of net or surplus 
earnings on the non-aided lines.

Dan Holidays Bare-Hended Fight with a 
Bear—His Exploit with the Penthers. 

Cuar.esvos, W. Va., Dec. 7.-The mount 
ain air of West Virginia must certainly be 
conducive to health and longevity. It is @ 
common thing to see hale, hearty men in 
these hills of 90 years and upward, In a re- 
cent land suit before the United Btates Court 
there were eight witnesses whose combined 
ages footed up to 641 years. These old gen. 
tlemen, who were remarkebly intelligent and 
cultivated, attracted a great deal of attention. 
Two of them, and the most intelligent of the 
eight, had never seen a railroad or steamboat 
until they came here in @ similar suit @ year 
since. It was from one of these remarkepie 
old people that your correspondent gathered 
the following story of Daniel Holliday and 


his bare-handed fight with a large bear, The 
story is vouched for as true, and shows better 


than any other description would the char- 
acter and physical strength of the people of 
that day and generation. : 
About sixty years or more since there lived 
in Nicholas County one of the strongest men 
the country ever prod Daniel Holliday 
was a man about 40 years of 12 I first 
knew him in 1825. e was at t period one 
of the most noted hunters in the country; 
tall, about six feet in his méccasins; weight, 
about 260 pounds, raw-boned and muscular— 
a perfect type of physical manhood. One 
cullar feature of Holliday was the fact 
the man had no ribs. Where his ribs ought 
to have been there wes but, one solid bone. 
His arms, chest, and limbs were a mass of 
muscle. I have known Holliday to tie his 
right hand behind his back, and with the 
free arm to throw two of the best athletes in 
the neighborhood.

Impossible Rents Demanded.

The 
officers appointed to investigate the rents acted 
more in the interests Of their landlord patrons 
than im tne interests of the armers, 
and rents have been fixed upon what the 
bill declares to be the farmers’ pro 
erty—the improvements made by those who till 
the soil, That the case, and a depression 
ip prices still continuing—stock, and butter, and 
other produce havi fallen or 40 per cent in 
four or ive years—this is the reason why the ten- 
ant farmers cannot pay the rent which the Irish 
landlords are exacting. 

Now, Americans who don’t know me as well 
as my OWn countrymen may think I am exag- 
gerating the sctual condition of things. To re- 
move such an impression I will quote from an 
authority which cannot be questioned. Sir James 
Caird, one of the most eminent writers on po- 
litical economy in England today, a member of 
the Tory party, visited Ireland this year. In a 
letter which appeared in the London 7imes of 
March 20 he says: “If the present prices of agri- 
cultural produce continue I should fear that from 
the land heid by the large body of poor farmers 
in Ireland any economical rent has for the pres- 
ent disappeared.’
